Completion by December 

By December, the O’Neill Con¬ 
struction Company, of Chevy 
Chase, contractors for the new 
building, has estimated the new 
Community Church will be ‘*sub- 
stantially completed.” Construc¬ 
tion is expected to start immediate¬ 
ly. 

The ground on which the church 
will be built was bought from Pub¬ 
lic Housing Administration last 
February for $4500. It extends 
along Parkbelt and Hillside to 
Woodland Way. 

The church will receive adequate 
knancial backing in loans and 
grants from the Middle Atlantic 
£5;n£erence of the Congregational 
Cheches, Hnd from the Church 
Building Division of the Board of 
Home Missions, according to John 
Littleton, chairman of the Church 
Building Committee. The church 
itself is pledged to raise an addi¬ 
tional $20,000 on or before date of 
completion of the bailing.

Rev, Braund said that Sunday’s 
services will be “significant and of 
interest to all, particularly for those 
long-time residents who have en¬ 
visioned the building of a Com¬ 
munity Church for the more than 
.4v.fjirears since the establishment of 
the church by the Washington Fed¬ 
eration of Churches.”

Women Voters League 
Supports Constitutional 
Convention Referendum 

V Support of the referendum on the 
1950 ballot calling for a State Con¬ 
stitutional Convention was unapi- 
moujily adopted as the program 
item for 1949-50 by the Maryland 
League of Women Voters at the 
closing session of their annual con¬ 
vention held in the Maryland 
Room, University of Maryland. De¬ 
scribing the present constitution as 
“patchwbrk,” Mrs. Emil Crockin 
pointed out tbac such issues as re- 
apportionment of the delegates to 
the legislature; home rule; and abo¬ 
lition of orphans’ courts, are but a 
few of the many issues which 
would be considered. She further 
pointed out that many of the pro¬ 
visions are no longer applicable to 
present-day conditions. 

Further action by the delegates 
endorsed a working budget of $2,- 
545; sent a telegram to aU the 
Maryland representatives in Con¬ 
gress supporting the Federal Hous¬ 
ing Bill, and elected a slate of offi¬ 
cers.
